the safest way to save frosted 
or froam sudan or sorghmn is to 
malte silage of It. Oenerally, 
enough prus^ acid Is lost in a 
gaseous form during the ensiling 
process, and as the silage is re- 
moved from the silo «md fed, to 
make. It safe for livestock. 

It la not advisable, however, to 
let the animate self -feed from the 
silo Which has been filled with 
frosted sudan or sotyfaunt. If the 
silage Is questionsMe. bilng a 
sample to ray office and I'M soul 
it to VPI for analyda. 

Do not let animate grass on 
f rypted or froa«i sudan or aov- 
gimm atutaUe until It '- -*—* 
and thimMtshly cured.

Rea^stant varieties are 
a'^laUe for pnly^a few diseases 
of certain crops. Some of the va- 
rieties are highly resistant; others 
give partial protection.

Half A Century Behind 



In at least one respect, most f«Ti1lies 
abroad are more than half a century behirKl 
th© typical American family.

in 1956, a supermarket was set up in 
iCMTie by an Amerk:«i retail association. 
H was studied by some 5,000 food distri- 
butors fr&fn 25 nations. Now such markets 



are a familiar«sight in Rome, Cologne, Brus- 
sels and Zagreb, and new ones are spring- 
ing up throughout the world. Aa»rding to 
Mr. Shields, these markets can be expeiched 
to redua the amount of the average fami- 
ly's budgt that now goes for food by 1 5 to 
25 per cent. The effect of that on national 
economies and the living standw'ds of 
peoples will be enormous. 

The supermarket is an outstanding ex- 
ample of the virtues of nct^tt cKttfibulion. 
But it is not the only one by arty means. 
In every field of retailmg, rrutts distribu- 
tion gives maximum return for each dollar 
spent, at an extremely small unit profit. 
There is little doubt that the retail revolu- 
tion the supermarkets w* bringing about 
will be broadened to include wares of 
every kind.
